To  His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sik:— In  accordance  with  the  law  creating  the  ^NTorth  Carolina  Cor- 
poration Commission,  and  defining  the  dnties  of  said  Commission,  we 
have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you  herewith  onr  Fourth  Annual 
Report.  The  statistical  part  of  this  report  covers  the  year  ending  June 
30.  1902 ;  the  transactions  of  the  Commission  reported  are  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1902. 

The  railroads  of  the  State,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  tables 
embodied  in  this  report,  have  enjoyed  a  good  business  and  had  a  pros- 
perons"  year. 

Work  of  the  Commission. 

The  most  important  work  accomplished  by  the  Commission  for  the 
year  was  the  reduction  in  the  passenger  fare  rate  over  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Line  Railroad,  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad,  and  the  South- 
em  Railway.  The  Commissioners'  Standard  Rate  of  2f  cents  per  mile 
for  second  class  fare  and  3^  cents  per  mile  for  first  class  fare  is  now 
applied  to  the  main  line  and  branch  lines  of  these  three  systems  alike, 
and,  in  fact,  to  nearly  every  road  in  the  State. 

Complaints. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  complaints  have  been  brought  before 
the  Commission  during  the  year.  These  complaints  consisted  princi- 
pally of  overcharges",  discriminations,  freight  service,  failure  of  rail- 
road companies  to^  provide  cars;  for  transporting  freights,  stora'g'e 
charges,  petitions  for  depots  and  sidings. 

AVhen  the  complaint  is  filed,  the  attention  of  the  company  com- 
plained against  is  called  to  the  cause  of  the  complaint,  and  if  the  matter 
be  such  that  can  not  be  settled  by  correspondence  alone,  the  ofiicers 
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of  the  company  complained  against  are  cited  to  appear.  In  a  large 
majority  of  instances  these  claims  are  amicably  settled  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  parties  concerned  and  without  cost  to  the  complain- 
ant ;  others  have,  however,  required  hearings.  The  most  serious'  cause 
of  coiiiplaiiit  has  been  of  inadequate  transportation  facilities,  in  that 
shippers,  mostly  manufacturers',  have  been  unable  to  procure  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  cars  for  the  ]^rompt  transportation  of  their  products. 
The  cause  of  some  of  these  complaints  has  been  removed  with  reasonable 
promptness  upon  service  of  notice  on  the  proper  railroad  officials; 
others  have  not^  and,  in  such  cases,  complainants  were  advised  that  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies  to  provide  themselves  with 
facilities  for  the  movement  of  freights  tendered,  and  that  such  com- 
panies* were  liable  for  penalties  and  damages  for  failure  to  do  so. 

COERESPONDEKCE. 

The  correspondence  of  the  office  has  been  voluminous — many  inqui- 
ries touching  taxation  and  matters  pertaining  to  corporations,  etc. 
Shippers  have  found  that  by  applying  to  this  office  they  can  be  advised 
of  the  proper  freight  rates  and  of  the  rules  governing  the  transportation 
of  freight  to  and  from  all  points,  and  they  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  Much  correspondence  is  necessary  in  the  preparation  of 
cases — the  gathering  of  such  statistics  as  are  contemplated  by  law — 
all  of  this  involves  a  vast  amount  of  labor  and  correspondence.  » 

Assessment  at^-d  Taxatioi^. 

The  construction  of  the  Machinery  Act  of  1901  by  the  Commission, 
in  that  it  was  not  authorized  to  assess  railroad  property  again  until 
the  year  1903,  and  that  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1900  was  to 
remain  until  that  time,  was  sustained  on  appeal  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
To  this  assessment  the  new  railroad  mileage  was  as'sessed,  and  the  valu- 
ation thereof  was  added  thereto  and  certiiied  to  the  various  counties 
and  towns  for  the  year  1902. 

Mileage. 

There  are  3,681.95  miles  of  railroad  in  the  State,  an  increase  of 
30.82  miles  over  last  year.  There  were,  however,  66.63  miles  of  new 
road  built,  but  35.81  miles  of  road  were  abandoned.  The  three  large 
systems — the  Atlantic   Coast  Line,   the   Seaboard   Air  Line  and  the 
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SoTitlierii  Eailvvay  Companies — control  more  than  three-fourths  of  the 
mileage  in  the  State.  The  Atlantic  Coast  Line  has  948. Y7  miles ;  the 
Seaboard  Air  Line,  611.52  miles ;  the  Southern  Railway,  1,289.26  miles 
— total  of  the  three  systems,  2,849.55;  miscellaneous  roads,  832.40; 
and  total  mileage  of  the  State,  3,681.95  miles.

Referring  to  the  above  complaints  of  the  failure  of  the  defendant  railroad  com- 
panies to  provide  cars  for  the  prompt  movement  of  freight,  many  complaints  of 
inadequate  transportation  facilities  have  been  filed  by  shippers,  reciting  their 
inability  to  procure  cars  for  the  prompt  transportation  of  their  freights.  The 
causes  of  some  of  these  complaints  have  been  removed  with  reasonable  prompt- 
ness, upon  the  matter  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  proper  railroad 
official;  others  have  not,  and  the  officials  of  these  companies  have  been  advised 
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that  it  is  the  duty  of  railroad  companies  to  furnish  cars  and  transportation 
facilities  to  their  patrons.  Shippers  have  also  been  advised  that  the  statute  laws 
provide  penalties  and  damages  for  the  failure  of  railroad  companies  to  receive 
and  forward  freight  tendered,  but  that  it  is  a  matter  over  which  the  Commission 
has  no  control,  and  that  their  remedy  for  damages  that  may  have  been  sustained 
is  by  suit  against  the  road. 


IN   THE   MATTER    OP    PASSENGER    RATES    OVER    THE    SOUTHERN 

RAILWAY. 

This  was  a  matter  of  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  with  a  view 
of  having  the  Southern  Railway  put  in  effect,  over  all  of  its  roads  in  North  Caro- 
lina, including  branch  lines,  a  uniform  passenger  rate — the  Commissioners' 
Standard  Tariff,  to- wit:  First  Class,  3i/4  cents  per  mile;  Second  Class,  2%  cents 
per  mile. 

Several  hearings  were  had,  at  which  J.  M.  Culp,  Traffic  Manager  of  defendant 
railway  company,  appeared  each  time  and  was  heard,  his  contention  being  that 
the  reduction  proposed  was  too  great,  and  the  loss  in  revenue  that  would  follow 
would  be  considerable,  and  one  which  his  road  should  not  be  required  to  bear, 
inasmuch  as  the  passenger  traffic  over  several  of  the  branch  lines  was  done  at  a 
loss. 

The  Commission,  after  careful  consideration,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro- 
posed reduced  rates  were  not  unreasonable  and  should  be  put  in  effect.  Where- 
upon, J.  M.  Culp,  Traffic  Manager,  agreed  for  his  company  to  yield  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Commission  and  apply  the  Commissioners'  Standard  Tariff  to  all  roads  of 
the  system  in  North  Carolina. 


HEATH-REID  JOBBING  AND  COMMISSION   COMPANY 
versus 
•    .  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Complainants  in  this  case  allege  that  they  are  cotton  merchants,  doing  business 
in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  ih  competition  with  other  dealers,  and  that  defendant 
railroad  company  has  built  a  compress  at  Charlotte  and  leased  same  to  certain 
cotton  firms  of  the  city,  and,  by  reason  of  this,  complainants  are  discriminated 
against  in  the  freight  rates  on  cotton,  especially  from  points  south  of  Charlotte, 
in  that  shipments  can  be  unloaded  at  Charlotte  compress  and  re-shipped  through 
to  destination — Norfolk  or  elsewhere — at  a  continuous  through  rate.  "  Complain- 
ants allege  that,  as  patrons  of  defendant  company,  they  applied  for  the  same 
privileges  as  granted  their  competitors,  but  were  refused. 

Complaint  was  served  and  answer  filed  through  A.  B.  Andrews,  First  Vice- 
President  of  defendant  company,  saying  that  it  was  true  that  his  company  had 
leased  its  compress  at  Charlotte  to  certain  parties,  but  that  his  company  had  no 
control  whatever  over  same,  or  the  warehouse  space  therein,  and  that  his  com- 
pany did  not  discriminate  against  complainants  in  their  freight  charges  on  ship- 
ments of  cotton. 
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This  case  was  set  for  hearing,  and,  after  careful  consideration,  the  Commission 
concluded  that  the  subject-matter  of  the  complaint  was  one  in  which  it  could  not 
take  jurisdiction  or  grant  the  relief  asked.     Case  dismissed. 


STANDARD  POLE  AND  TIE  COMPANY 

versus 

ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Complaint  of  failure  on  part  of  defendant  railroad  company  to  allow  its  cars 
loaded  with  poles  to  go  beyond  the  terminus  of  its  own  lines.  Complainant  is  a 
large  shipper  of  poles  and  ties,  and  alleged  that  he  had  on  hand  several  hundred 
cars  for  shipment  to  Tampa,  Fla.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  but  that  the  rule  of  defend- 
ant, prohibiting  its  cars  from  going  beyond  the  terminus  of  its  road,  causing 
cars  to  be  unloaded  and  loaded  to  other  cars  of  connecting  lines,  was  not  only 
expensive,  but  caused  an  increased  freight  rate. 

Defendant,  answering  this  complaint,  said:  "Last  year  we  permitted  our  flat- 
cars  to  go  through  to  destination  with  shipments  of  these  polls  and  the  result 
was  that  our  line  Was  about  denuded  of  flat-cars;  this  in  face  of  the  fact  that  we 
were  continually  building  and  buying  new  flat-cars,  have  been  for  the  last  twelve 
months,  and  are  still  building.  We  are  prepared  to  handle  them  to  the  end  of 
our  line." 

At  a  session  of  the  Commission,  this  case  was  called,  and,  it  appearing  that 
the  subject-matter  was  one  in  which  the  Commission  could  take  no  jurisdiction, 
was  dismissed. 


IN  THE  MATTER  OP  ACCIDENT  TO  TRAIN  ON  THE  ROAD  OP  SEABOARD 

AIR  LINE  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  TUESDAY,  JULY  5,  1902, 

RESULTING  IN  LOSS  OP  LIFE. 

This  investigation  was  made  under  authority  granted  by  Section  24  of  the  Act 
creating  the  Commission,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"The  Commission  may  investigate  the  cause  of  any  accident  of  a  railroad  re- 
sulting in  the  loss  of  life,  and  of  any  accident  not  so  resulting,  which  they  may 
deem  to  require  investigation." 

The  respondent  company,  being  called  upon  to  make  a  report  of  this  accident, 
filed  its  report,  through  D.  H.  Barger,  Superintendent,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  4,  1902. 
Hon.  Franklin  McNeill.  Chairman  North  Carolina  Corporation  Commission^ 
Raleigh,  N.  C. 
Dear  Sir: — Following  instructions  contained  in  your  favor  of  the  24th  ultimo, 
I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  covering  the  accident  to  train  No.  34  on  the 
morning  of  July  15th,  this  year,  which  accident  occurred  about  two  miles  north 
of  Raleigh  yard,  on  the  main  line  of  this  road: 

Second  No.  6,  a  north-bound  freight  train,  pulled  into  Raleigh  yard  about 
7  p.  m.,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  14th  ultimo,  detached  its  engine,  leaving  its  cars 
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standing  on  one  of  the  switches  just  opposite  the  Raleigh  Cotton  Mill.  These 
cars  remained  standing  there,  until  after  the  departure  of  our  train,  No.  27,  when 
the  yard  crew  shifted  a  portion  of  the  cars  to  the  north  end  of  other  tracks,  pre- 
paratory to  making  up  other  trains  in  proper  order  to  go  north  by  the  first  divi- 
sion. In  doing  this  work  a  draw-head  was  pulled  out,  and  the  cars  standing  on 
the  track  as  they  came  in  were  left  in  that  position  from  the  car  with  draw- 
head  pulled  out  and  south  thereof,  and  were  not  disturbed  by  the  shifting  crew, 
or  anyone  else,  so  far  as  we  have  yet  been  able  to  find  out.  After  the  crew  had 
done  the  shifting,  as  above  stated,  four  cars  were  brought  back  and  placed  on  the 
same  track  on  which  the  rear  portion  of  No.  6  was  standing,  but  distant  from 
the  one  with  the  broken  draw-head,  about  40,  or  possibly  50,  feet.  These  four 
cars,  the  front  or  first  one  on  the  north  end  being  a  flat,  were  held  in  place  by 
hand  brakes  being  applied,  and  the  statement  of  the  crew  is,  that  all  brakes  were 
properly  and  securely  put  on.  All  of  the  side-tracks  in  Raleigh  yard  on  the  west 
side  of  the  main  line  are  protected  by  what  is  known  as  a  derailing  switch,  which 
switches  are  always  set  for  derailment,  or  at  least  the  instructions  are  to  that 
effect,  and  on  this  occasion  they  were  in  that  position.  At  about  11:45  p.  m., 
without  any  apparent  cause,  and  without  any  train  or  engine  being  near  these 
cars,  or  on  the  track  behind  them,  with  the  exception  of  a  dead  engine,  those  cars 
which  had  been  standing  from  7  p.  m.,  started  out  by  gravity,  striking  the  four 
cars  in  front,  when  all  ran  down  toward  the  north  end  of  the  yard,  gaining  in 
speed  each  revolution  of  the  wheels,  until  they  struck  the  derailing  switch,  when 
the  front  car  was  derailed.  This  car,  after  being  derailed,  ran  100  feet,  or  there- 
about, when  it  got  to  the  frog  and  the  guard  rail  opposite  same,  which,  acting 
jointly,  permitted  the  car  to  be  re-railed,  after  which  it  ran  out  on  the  main  line 
and  down  to  a  point  where  the  accident  occurred.  The  rest  of  the  cars  were 
considerably  broken  up.  The  track  was  torn  up,  and  everything  that  would 
indicate  what  the  first  car  had  done,  had  been  obliterated  and  no  one  knew,  or 
had  any  means  of  knowing,  of  the  flat  having  gotten  off  the  track,  on  again  and 
out  on  the  main  line,  running  wild.  No.  34,  not  knowing  that  the  car  had  gotten 
away,  and  the  yard  force  being  equally  as  ignorant,  the  collision  occurred,  which 
resulted  in  the  death  of  a  trusted  and  respected  employe.  Following  are  names 
of  the  parties  composing  the  crew  working  on  Raleigh  yard:      (Omitted.) 

The  Commission  summoned  to  appear  before  it  a  number  of  the  employes  com- 
posing  the  train  crew,  who  were  sworn  and  examined  ^enographic  report  of 
testimony  flled  and  is  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  Commission. 


DANNENBERG 

versus 

ATLANTIC     AND     NORTH     CAROLINA     RAILROAD     COMPANY     AND 

SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

This  was  a  claim  for  damage  on  account  of  sale  of  shipment  of  hides.  Claim- 
ant alleged  a  shipment  of  hides  by  himself  from  Morehead  City  to  consignee  at 
Charlotte — "order  notify  "  draft  attached  to  bill  of  lading.  The  agent  of  defend- 
ant company  at  Morehead  City  stated  that  he  weighed  the  hides  and  they  weighed 
568  pounds.     The  agent  at  point  of  destination  claimed  that  the  hides  weighed 
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only  430  pounds.  Complainant  alleged  that  the  hides  were  well  dried  and  in 
good  condition,  and  that  loss  could  not  have  been  so  much;  alleging  further  that 
they  were  not  in  bad  condition,  but  that  the  agent  at  Charlotte  refused  to  allow 
any  examination  of  the  hides,  and  sold  same  without  notice  to  consignee,  and 
without  any  order  of  sanitary  officer. 

Defendant,  Southern  Railway,  denied  that  the  hides  were  in  good  order,  and 
stated  that  they  were  sold  under  order  of  the  sanitary  officer  of  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte, and  that  proper  notices  were  given.  There  was  considerable  correspond- 
ence in  the  matter  with  the  view  of  getting  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  matter, 
but  no  agreements  of  facts  could  be  reached,  and  the  defendant  company  refused 
to  pay  the  damages  claimed.  It  also  appearing  that  the  subject-matter  of  the 
complaint  was  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  the  record  of  inves- 
tigation was  turned  over  to  plaintiff's  attorney  with  the  advice  that  his  redress 
would  be  in  the  Courts. 


CHARLOTTE  SHIPPERS'  ASSOCIATION 

to 

THE  COMMISSION. 

This  was  a  complaint  alleging  that  certain  branch  roads  of  the  State  were  not 
observing  Rule  28  of  the  Rules  Governing  the  Transportation  of  Freight,  adopted 
by  the  Commission,  which  provides  that  on  all  shipments  which  shall  pass  over 
two  or  more  roads  the  maximum  rates  charged  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  sum 
of  the  local  rates,  less  10  per  cent,  for  the  distance  hauled  over  each  road. 

Pending  the  investigation  of  this  matter,  the  roads  at  interest  petitioned  the 
Commission,  asking  that  they  be  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 
After  careful  consideration,  the  petition  was  granted  in  part,  and  order  issued  as 
follows: 

Joint  Freight  Rates. 

Ordered,  that  the  Aberdeen  and  Ashboro  Railroad  Company,  the  Aberdeen  and 
Rockfish  Railroad  Company,  the  Carthage  Railroad  Company,  the  Cape  Pear  and 
Northern  Railroad  Company,  the  Raleigh  and  Cape  Fear  Railroad  Company,  the 
Northampton  and  Hertford  Railroad  Company,  the  Durham  and  Charlotte  Rail- 
road Company,  and  the  Carolina  Northern  Railroad  Company,  be  and  are  hereby 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  28,  of  the  Rules  Governing  the  Trans- 
portation of  Freight,  requiring  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  from  the  Local  Freight 
Tariff  Rate  of  each  road.  This  order  not  to  apply  to  special  rates,  which  are 
applicable  to  all  railroads,  as  follows:  Fertilizer  Rates,  Circulars  No.  1-13; 
Cotton  Seed  and  Cotton-seed  Hulls,  Circular  No.  10;  Cotton  Rates,  Circular 
No.  18. 
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ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

to 

THE  COMMISSION. 

Application  to  Abandon  Lakewood  Station. 

Petitioners  in  this  case  ask  the  Commission  to  allow  the  abandonment  of 
Lakewood  Station  on  the  A.  and  Y.  Division  of  petitioner's  road,  and  to  establish 
a  station  by  same  name  at  about  one  mile  distant  from  the  present  location. 

Notice  having  been  posted  for  thirty  days  by  petitioner  that  application  would 
be  made  to  the  Commission  for  the  abandonment  of  this  station,  in  accordance 
with  the  rule  of  the  Commission,  and  no  objection  to  same  having  been  filed, 
petition  was  granted. 


CHARLOTTE   SHIPPERS'   ASSOCIATION 

versus 

SEABOARD  AIR  LINE  RAILWAY   COMPANY  AND   SOUTHERN  RAILWAY 

COMPANY. 

The  Charlotte  Shippers'  Association,  through  its  Secretary,  A.  G.  Craig,  alleged 
that  for  a  number  of  years  defendant  railroad  companies  had  been  switching  and 
transferring  cars  from  one  warehouse  to  another  warehouse,  within  the  city 
limits  of  Charlotte,  for  the  merchants  of  that  city,  charging  for  this  service  $1.50 
per  car.  That  defendants  had  recently  given  notice  that  their  charges  for  this 
service  in  the  future  would  be  $4.00  per  car  when  between  points  on  either  of 
their  own  lines,  and  $5,50  per  car  when  car  was  moved  from  a  point  on  one  line 
to  a  point  on  another  line. 

Complainants  alleged  further  that  the  business  interests  of  the  city  had  been 
organized  with  the  view  of  handling  traflBc  by  means  of  transferring  certain 
products  in  freight  cars,  and  in  many  instances  warehouses  had  been  constructed 
on  defendants'  railway  tracks  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  inaccessible  by  drays, 
which  necessitated  the  handling  of  goods  in  cars,  and  that  it  is  now  unfair  for 
the  merchants  and  manufacturers  to  be  conipelled  to  pay  the  advanced  charges 
of  $4.00  and  $5.50  per  car  when  petitioners'  business  had  been  planned  and  ware- 
houses built  with  the  view  of  paying  $1.50  per  car. 

Complainants  alleged  that  this  advance  in  rates  for  the  service  performed  was 
excessive,  and  the  shippers  are  adversely  effected  by  such  advance,  and  asked 
that  the  Commission  issue  an  order  compelling  the  defendant  companies  to  desist 
from  such  excessive  charges  and  require  them  to  restore  the  old  rates. 

Complaints  setting  forth  similar  charges  were  also  filed  by  the  shippers  of 
Marion,  through  their  attorney,  D.  E.  Hudgins,  Esq. 

Defendants,  in  answering  this  complaint,  said  that  they  did  not  have,  until  a 
short  while  ago,  a  regular  tariff  covering  the  movement  of  cars  from  one  private 
warehouse  to  another  private  warehouse,  but  admitted  that  they  did,  in  certain 
specific  cases,  and  as  an  accommodation  to  their  patrons,  undertake  to  perform 
such  service  at  a  nominal  charge,  but  that  the  request  for  such  movements  be- 
came so  numerous  that  they  felt  it  necessary  to  adopt  a  regular  tariff,  and,  in 
arriving  at  the  figures,  endeavored  to  fix  same  at  the  lowest  rate  at  which  they 
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felt  they  could  afford  to  perform  the  service,  and  to  that  end  adopted  a  uniform 
charge  as  follows:  "For  the  movement  of  a  car  from  one  plant  or  warehouse  to 
another  planT  or  warehouse,  located  on  same  line,  both  plants  or  warehouses  be- 
ing within  the  switching  limits,  a  charge  of  $4.00  per  car.  When  the  service  re- 
quired delivery  over  connecting  lines,  the  delivering  line  to  be  allowed  its  usual 
switching  charge  of  $1.50,  in  addition  to  the  charge  of  $4.00." 

Defendants  alleged  that  at  these  figures  there  was  little  or  no  margin  of  profit, 
and  further  that  this  rate  was  lower  than  the  five-mile-and-under  rate,  which  is 
authorized  by  the  Commission. 

A  day  was  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  this  matter,  when  defendants  were  repre- 
sented by  the  Traffic  Managers  of  their  respective  companies.  The  Commission, 
after  careful  investigation  and  consideration,  concluded  that  the  advanced  rate 
of  charges  for  the  service  performed  was  excessive,  and  order  was  issued  as 
follows: 

"The  following  has  been  adopted  by  the  Corporation  Commission  as  Rule  35%, 
and  to  be  added  to  the  Rules  Governing  the  Transportation  of  Freight,  already 
adopted  by  the  Commission: 

"A  charge  of  not  more  than  $2.00  will  be  allowed  for  moving  a  car,  without 
regard  to  weight  or  contents,  from  any  point  on  any  road  to  a  connecting  road,  or 
from  one  warehouse  to  another  warehouse,  on  the  same  road,  within  the  space  of 
three  miles  beyond  the  starting  point:  Provided,  that  this  rule  shall  not  apply 
to  cars  moving  from  one  regular  station  to  another  regular  station  on  the  same 
line:  And  provided  further,  when  a  car  is  destined  to  a  point  on  a  connecting 
line,  which  requires  switching,  an  additional  charge  of  $1.50  may  be  made  for 
switching, 

"Effective  at  once." 


THE  WILMINGTON  STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY 

to 

THE  COMMISSION. 

This  was  a  petition  on  part  of  petitioners,  asking  that  the  Commission  grant  a 
postponement  of  the  time  for  vestibuling  their  cars,  alleging  as  follows: 

I.  That  on  the  22d  day  of  October,  1901,  the  Wilmington  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, having  its  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  was  sold 
under  a  decree  of  foreclosure  duly  made  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States,  and  purchased  by  the  petitioners. 

II.  That  for  some  months  prior  to  the  said  sale  the  said  company  had  been  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  duly  appointed  by  the  said  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States,  in  a  cause  in  equity  there  pending,  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  of 
all  the  rights,  property,  franchises,  etc.,  of  the  said  company. 

III.  That  the  deed  to  your  petitioners  for  the  said  property,  franchises,  etc.,  of 
the  said  company  was  not  executed  until  the  16th  of  November,  1901,  and  that 
your  petitioners  have  not  as  yet  been  in  a  position  to  reorganize  the  said  com- 
pany, as  required  by  the  statute  law  of  the  State. 

IV.  That,  upon  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  premises  of  the  said  com- 
pany, your  petitioners  find  that  no  provision  had  been  made  for  vestibuling  its 
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said  cars,  as  required  by  the  statute,  and  that  in  the  short  time  which  has  elapsed 
since  they  came  into  possession  of  the  said  road,  owing  to  the  many  burdens  and 
difficulties  acquired  by  them  with  the  said  purchase,  they  have  been  unable  to 
comply  with  the  statute  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Commission. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray,  that  the  Commission  will  postpone  the  time 
for  your  petitioners  to  vestibule  the  said  cars  until  November,  1902,  in  order  to 
give  your  petitioners  ample  time  to  do  the  work,  and  to  avoid  the  hardship  and 
inconvenience  to  the  traveling  public,  which  will  be  necessitated  by  their  at- 
tempting the  work  at  the  present  time,  and  grant  them  exemption  for  such 
period. 

A  day  was  set  for  hearing  of  the  petition,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission,  in 
Raleigh,  and,  after  hearing  of  argument  and  careful  consideration,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  petition  be  granted. 


CANNON,    FETZER   &   COMPANY 

•   versus 
SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Complainants  in  this  case  alleged  overcharges  and  discrimination.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  complaint,  complainants  were  advised  that,  if  they  would  inform 
the  Commission  of  such  charges  as  were  made  by  defendant  and  furnish  such 
information  as  necessary  to  an  investigation,  the  matter  would  have  immediate 
attention. 

No  reply  having  been  received  to  this  communication  of  the  Commission,  case 
was  dismissed. 


STILLEY 

versus 

OLD  DOMINION  STEAMSHIP  COMPANY. 

Complaint  of  excessive  freight  charge  on  shipment  of  pony  from  Ocracoke  to 
Washington.  Upon  investigation,  it  appearing  that  the  charge  was  in  line  with 
tariff  allowed  defendant,  case  was  dismissed. 


R.  G.  AUSTIN 

versus 

NORTH  CAROLINA  CAR  SERVICE  ASSOCIATION. 

Complainant  in  this  case  alleged  a  storage  charge  on  a  shipment  of  freight,  in 
which  an  erroneous  freight  charge,  was  demanded,  and  which  he  refused  to  re- 
ceive same  until  freight  charge,  as  demanded,  was  corrected  to  proper  amount. 

After  correspondence  and  personal  interview  with  P.  R.  Albright,  manager  of 
defendant  company,  it  appearing  that  the  freight  charge  demanded  was  in  excess 
of  the  proper  charge  and  the  delay  in  removing  the  freight  was  not  any  fault  or 
negligence  of  plaint,  the  Commission  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  storage  col- 
lected should  be  refunded,  and  so  ordered. 
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CITIZENS  OP  MURPHY 

versus 

ATLANTA,  KNOXVILLE  AND  NORTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Complaint  of  passenger  train  service  and  condition  of  road-bed  on  the  Murphy 
Division  of  defendant's  road. 

The  testimony  in  this  case  was  heard  by  thfe  Court,  at  Murphy,  on  the  30th  day 
of  April,  1902,  at  the  request  of  both  parties  and  for  the  convenience  of  wit- 
nesses. The  plaintiffs  were  represented  by  Messrs.  Dillard  &  Bell,  and  the 
defendant  by  R.  N.  Cooper,  Esq. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  inspected  Comb's  trestle  and  the  roadway. 

It  appears  to  the  Commission,  from  complaint,  answer,  proofs  and  inspection, 
that  several  of  the  grievances  existing  at  the  date  of  filing  complaint  had  been 
remedied  by  the  defendants  before  the  hearing  at  Murphy.  For  example,  the 
shifting  and  switching  at  Blue  Ridge  by  the  crew  of  the  Murphy  train,  whereby 
the  schedule  from  Blue  Ridge  to  Murphy  was  broken  and  passengers  were  unduly 
delayed,  had  been  remedied  and  the  schedule  is  now  observed.  The  moving  of 
cars  ahead  of  the  engine  and  of  freight  and  flat-cars  behind  passenger  cars  for 
distribution  between  Blue  Ridge  and  Murphy  had  been  discontinued.  The  pas- 
senger coach  complained  of  in  complaint  had  been  taken  off  and  a  satisfactory 
coach  put  in  its  place,  and  this  coach  is  now  kept  neat  and  clean. 

It  further  appeared  to  the  Commission  that  Comb's  trestle  is  in  need  of  repairs, 
and  that  the  condition  of  the  track  and  roadway  should  be  improved,  and 

It  is  ordered,  that  defendants  report  to  this  Commission  on  or  before  August 
1,  1902,  what  has  been  done  since  the  30th  day  of  April,  in  the  way  of  repairing 
Comb's  trestle  and  improving  the  track  of  said  road,  and  this  cause  is  continued 
for  further  orders. 


CITIZENS  OP  HICKORY 

versus 

SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Tljis  was  a  complaint  and  petition  signed  by  the  citizens  of  Hickory,  alleging 
that  for  several  weeks  the  condition  of  defendant  company's  siding  for  unloading 
cars  was  such  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  to  the  cars,  for  the  reason  that  iron 
for  the  narrow-gauge  road  had  been  unloaded  upon  the  depot  grounds. 

Petitioners  alleged  that  they  were  caused  great  inconvenience  by  reason  of 
this,  and  asked  that  the  Commission  take  such  steps  as  necessary  to  have  the 
abuse  complained  of  remedied. 

Complaint  was  served  and  answer  in  due  course  was  filed,  through  A.  B. 
Andrews,  Pirst  Vice-President  of  defendant  company,  saying  that  the  complaint 
should  have  been  addressed  to  the  Carolina  and  Northwestern  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  connecting  line  at  Hickory,  which  company  was  responsible  for  the 
blocked  condition  of  siding  at  that  point,  in  that  such  company  had  failed  to  re- 
move large  quantities  of  rail,  angle  bars,  and  other  construction  material  be- 
longing to  said  Carolina  and  Northwestern  Railroad  Company,  but  that  he  had 
taken  the  matter  up  with  the  manager  of  the  Carolina  and  Northwestern  Rail- 
road Company,  requesting  immediate  relief. 
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The  case  was  called  at  a  subsequent  session  of  the  Commission,  and,  it  appear- 
ing that  the  relief  asked  for  had  been  granted  and  that  complainants  were  having 
no  diiRculty  in  reaching  cars  for  unloading  and  loading  freights,  and  no  further 
action  being  desired,  case  was  dismissed. 


DENNIS  SIMMONS  LUMBER  COMPANY 

versus 

ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Complainants  in  this  case  alleged  that  they  had  a  saw-mill  plant  at  Elm  City,  a 
station  on  line  of  defendant's  road,  between  Rocky  Mount  and  Wilson,  and  that 
defendant  company  had  no  facilities  for  weighing  lumber  at  the  point  of  ship- 
ment; that  they  desired  to  prepay  their  freight,  but  on  account  of  not  having  the 
facilities,  had  to  wait  until  same  was  delivered  at  Pinner's  Point  and  weights 
reported  by  agent  to  agent  at  Elm  City,  thus  causing  delay  in  making  out  bills  to 
customers  often  times  from  three  to  five  days. 

Complainants  alleged  further  that  they  paid  to  the  defendant  company  freight 
approximating  $100.00  a  day,  and  that  the  failure  to  provide  scales  for  weighing 
this  lumber  promptly  caused  great  inconvenience  and  loss,  and  demanded  that 
defendant  company  be  required  to  provide  scales  at  Elm  City  for  weighing  and 
ascertaining  proper  weight  of  shipments  tendered. 

Complaint  served  and  defendant,  answering,  through  its  General  Manager, 
J.  R.  Kenly,  said:  "It  is  not  our  practice  to  furnish  track  scales  for  lumber 
mills  on  our  line.  We  have  scales  located  at  our  principal  terminals  and  inter- 
mediate terminals,  where  it  is  our  practice  to  weigh  car-loads  of  freight.  Com- 
plainant has  generally  shipped  to  Pinner's  Point,  and,  as  soon  as  their  lumber 
reaches  there,  it  is  weighed  and  the  weights  sent  to  their  company  at  Elm  City. 
Ordinarily,  the  lumber  which  leaves  their  mill  in  one  day  reaches  Pinner's  Point 
the  next  morning,  so  that  there  should  be  no  unreasonable  delay  in  furnishing 
them  the  weights,  which  can  be  done  by  telegraph.  We  regard  this  as  an  un- 
reasonable request.  You  can  well  understand  that  if  we  were  required  to  put  in 
track  scales  at  all  saw-mills  along  our  line,  the  expense  would  be  greater  than 
we  could  bear,  as  track  scales  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,000." 

A  day  was  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  this  case  at  the  office  of  the  Commission,  at 
which  time  John  D.  Biggs,  representing  complainants,  and  R.  E.  Smith,  Assistant 
General  Manager,  representing  defendant,  appeared,  and,  after  having  a  confer- 
ence with  each  other  before  the  case  was  called,  a  satisfactory  agreement  was 
reached  as  to  the  manner  of  weighing  complainants'  lumber,  and  by  consent  of 
both  parties  case  was  withdrawn. 


CITIZENS  OF  CHERRYVILLE 

versus 

SEABOARD  AIR  LINE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

This  was  a  complaint  of  failure  of  defendant  company  to  provide  a  waiting- 
room  at  Cherryville  station  for  the  colored  race. 

Complaint  served  and  defendant  answered  that  a  waiting-room  would  be  pro- 
vided at  once.     No  further  redress  being  asked,  case  was  dismissed. 
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C.  L.  MURPHY 

versus 

ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Complainant  in  this  case  alleged  an  excessive  passenger  charge,  in  that  a  rate 
of  31/^  cents  per  mile  for  first-class  fare,  and  3  cents  per  mile  for  second-class 
was  charged  over  the  branch  roads  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company. 

The  Commissioners  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Traffic  Manager  of  the 
defendant  company,  stating  that  inasmuch  as  the  roads  formerly  composing  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  System  had  now  been  consolidated  into  one  road,  namely, 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company,  the  same  tariff  should  apply  over  all 
parts  of  the  roads;  that  is,  the  Commissioners'  Standard  Tariff — 3i/4  cents  per 
mile  for  first-class  fare,  and  2%  cents  per  mile  for  second-class  fare. 

A  hearing  was  granted,  and,  after  careful  consideration,  it  was  ordered,  that 
the  Commissioners'  Standard  Passenger  Tariff  be  applied  over  all  the  roads  and 
divisions  composing  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  in  North  Caro- 
lina.

Petitioners  alleged  that  they  were  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  sawed  lum- 
ber and  excelsior,  at  Bryson  City,  N.  C;  that  there  was  no  market  for  said  com- 
modities where  the  same  was  manufactured,  and  that  the  said  petitioners  were 
compelled  to  ship  their  products  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  to  points  at  a 
distance  from  the  place  on  the  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  this  being  the  only 
line  of  railway  through  or  near  Bryson  City;  that  the  freight  rate  charged  on 
excelsior  is  unjust  and  excessive,  when  compared  to  other  commodities  of  like 
nature  and  value;  that,  on  account  of  such  excessive  rates,  petitioners  were  un- 
able to  compete  with  other  manufacturers  of  excelsior  who  are  more  fortunately 
situated,  and,  unless  they  were  given  a  more  reasonable  rate,  they  could  not 
continue  the  manufacture  of  excelsior  with  any  profit  to  themselves.  The  com- 
plainants further  alleged  that  the  freight  rate  on  excelsior  should  not  exceed  the 
rate  on  cotton-seed  hulls,  or  that  of  lumber. 

Defendants,  the  railway  companies,  in  their  answer,  said:  "Excelsior,  in  the 
classification,  takes  "D"  rating,  and  that  there  are  no  commodity  rates  in 
North  Carolina,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  plant  at  High  Point,  excelsior  is  not 
manufactured  in  this  State,  hence,  there  is  no  demand  for  an  adjustment  of  rate 
on  this  commodity.  You  will  readily  see  that  a  comparison  between  the  rate  on 
cotton-seed  hulls  and  rate  on  excelsior  is  not  pertinent — first,  because  there  is  no 
movement  of  hulls  from  Bryson  City;  second,  there  is  no  competition  between 
these  two  articles;  third,  the  character  of  the  commodities  is  entirely  different, 
and  the  volume  of  tonnage  of  cotton-seed  hulls  is  very  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
tonnage  of  excelsior.  Excelsior  will  not  load  as  heavy  as  lumber — lumber  will 
average  at  least  40.000  pounds  per  car;  excelsior,  say  20,000  pounds.  The  com- 
plainants wsuld  have  little  difficulty  in  disposing  of  their  produce  but  for  the 
local  competition." 
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The  Commission,  after  careful  consideration,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
classification  of  excelsior  should  be  reduced,  and  an  order  was  issued  fixing  a 
rate  on  this  commodity  applicable  to  all  roads  in  the  State,  as  follows:

THE  COMMISSION. 

This  was  a  petition  asking  for  the  exemption  of  certain  branch  lines  of  peti- 
tioner's road  from  the  Act  of  General  Assembly  providing  for  the  separation  of 
the  white  and  colored  races  on  trains  carrying  passengers  in  this  State.  Petition 
read  as  follows: 

The  petition  of  Southern  Railway  Company,  filed  before  this  honorable  body, 
asking  for  exemption  and  instructions  under  the  Act  of  said  State,  passed  to 
promote  the  comfort  of  travelers  on  railroad  trains,  and  for  other  purposes,  rati- 
fied the  4th  day  of  March,  1899,  amended  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

The  railway  company  is  advised  that  Section  2  of  the  original  Act,  as 
amended,  should  read  as  follows: 

"The  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  State,  or  the  officers  succeeding  to  their 
powers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act  branch 
line,  narrow-gauged  railroads  and  mixed  trains,  carrying  both  freight  and  pas- 
sengers, if,  in  their  judgment,  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  be  unnecessary  to 
secure  the  comfort  of  passengers  by  reason  of  the  light  volume  of  passenger

traflBc,  or  the  small  number  of  colored  passenger  travelers  on  such  narrow- 
gauged  or  branch  lines,  or  mixed  trains,  carrying  both  freight  and  passengers." 

From  the  above  it  is  obvious  that  the  Legislature  of  said  State  foresaw  the 
unnecessary  hardships  and  expenses  that  would  be  thrown  upon  the  railroad 
companies  in  the  State  by  a  literal  compliance  with  the  original  text  of  the  bill, 
and  for  this  reason  a  discretion  was  given  to  your  honorable  body  to  adjust  this 
burden  so  that  the  general  objects  of  the  bill  might  be  attained  without  un- 
necessary burden  upon  the  roads. 

We  desire  to  carry  out  the  Act  in  the  best  of  good  faith,  and  appeal  to  your 
discretion  to  exempt — 

1.  All  trains  on  the  Chapel  Hill  Branch.  These  trains  are  all  mixed  service, 
and  are  run  by  the  Southern  Railway  Company  almost  solely  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  people  needing  such  service. 

2.  On  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Branch.  Exempt  mixed  trains  Nos.  18  and  19, 
between  Sanford  and  Mount  Airy;  trains  Nos.  46  and  47,  between  Stokesdale  and 
Ramseur.     These  are  mixed  trains  with  very  light  passenger  travel. 

3.  On  the  Wilkesboro  Branch.  Exempt  trains  Nos.  105  and  110,  between  Win- 
ston-Salem and  Wilkesboro,  on  account  of  light  travel  using  that  service.  Exempt 
trains  Nos.  155  and  156,  between  Greensboro  and  Wilkesboro,  same  being  mixed 
seryice. 

4.  All  trains  on  Ashehoro  Branch.     Account  of  light  travel  and  mixed  service. 

5.  Trains  11  and  12,  and  hi  ctnd  42,  between  Greensboro  and  Goldsboro,  these 
being  mixed  trains. 

6.  Trains  29,  30,  33,  34,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  40  and  31  and  32,  when  on,  account 
same  being  our  fast  through  trains,  making  few  stops,  and  intended  not  to 
handle  local  travel,  between  Danville  and  Charlotte.  These  trains  are  not  in- 
tended to  stop  at  our  local  stations,  but  in  order  to  accommodate  the  public  and 
meet  competition  with  other  through  lines,  are  compelled  to  make  the  greatest 
speed  practicable  with  safety,  and  negroes  very  seldom  patronize  the  same. 

7.  Keysville  and  Durham  Branch.  Exempt  trains  Nos.  71,  74,  and  61  and  62, 
the  same  being  mixed  service. 

8.  Oxford  and  Henderson  Branch.  Exempt  all  trains  between  Oxford  and 
Henderson,  as  they  are  mixed  service  only. 

9.  Asheville  Division,  between  Salisbury  and  Asheville.  Exempt  trains  35 
and  36,  same  being  fast  through  trains,  making  few  stops,  and  not  used  for  local 
travel,  having  little  or  no  patronage  from  negroes. 

10.  All  trains  on  Murphy  Branch.  There  is  very  little  colored  travel  in  that 
region,  and  the  grades  are  so  heavy  that  the  company  can  not  safely  handle  an 
additional  coach. 

11.  Between  Charlotte  and  Statesville.  Trains  Nos.  23  and  24.  There  is  very 
little  travel  on  these  trains,  and  they  were  put  on  recently  simply  to  form  a  con- 
nection with  fast  through  trains  Nos.  35  and  36. 

12.  Between  Statesville  and  Taylorsville.  Trains  Nos.  16  and  17,  the  same  be- 
ing mixed. 

13.  Between  Salisbury  and  Norwood.  Trains  Nos.  21  and  22,  the  travel  thereon 
being  very  light,  and  same  only  run  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people;  also,, 
trains  Nos.  47  and  48,  the  same, being  mixed. 
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14.  Between  Winston  and  Mooresville.  Trains  Nos.  115  and  116,  the  travel  on 
same  being  very  light,  and  run  simply  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people. 

15.  Between  Winston  and  Charlotte.  Trains  Nos.  80  and  81,  the  same  being 
mixed. 

We  ask  your  early  consideration  and  decision  on  this  application,  and  if  you 
so  desire  the  company  will  be  glad  to  furnish  you  the  fullest  information  as  to 
the  character  of  the  trains  and  the  service  they  do  by  some  officer  of  the  company 
having  knovv^ledge  of  all  necessary  information. 

The  Commission,  after  careful  consideration,  granted  the  petition,  and  so 
ordered. 


BERNHARDT 

versus 

CALDWELL  AND  NORTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY  A_ND  CAROLINA  AND 

NORTHWESTERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Complainant  in  this  case  alleged  an  erroneous  charge  of  25  cents  per  car  on 
car-loads  of  lumber,  collected  for  cars  while  held  for  unloading,  in  addition  to 
charges  beyond  the  usual  time  allowed  for  unloading. 

It  appeared,  after  much  correspondence  in-  this  case,  that  defendant  was  charg- 
ing complainant  25  cents  more  than  the  rule  allov/ed,  by  reason  of  the  manner 
of  computing  time,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  defendant,  Caldwell  and  North- 
ern Railway  Company,  should  refund  the  complainant  the  charge  of  25  cents  on 
such  cars  in  which  there  was  no  delay,  and  desist  in  the  future  from  making 
such  charge. 


SCROGGS 

versus 

SOUTHERN   RAILAVAY   COMPANY. 


This  was  a  complaint  of  facilities  at  Morganton,  a  station  on  line  of  defendant 
road,  for  the  unloading  of  car-loads  of  coal.  Petitioner  asked  that  defendant  be 
required  to  extend  its  siding  and  build  a  coal  chute. 

This  matter  was  taken  up  by  correspondence  with  F.  S.  Gannon,  Vice-President 
of  defendant  company,  and,  after  much  correspondence,  he  agreed  that  his  com- 
pany would  build,  at  its  own  expense,  a  coal  trestle  necessary  for  the  convenience 
of  unloading  coal,  as  set  out  in  the  petition.  No  further  relief  being  demanded 
by  petitioner,  case  was  dismissed. 


CITIZENS  OF  BECK 

versus 

SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

This  was  a  petition  by  citizens  living  at  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Beck,  a 
station  on  the  Mocksville  branch  of  defendant  road,  asking  for  the  building  of  a 
depot  and  the  establishment  of  an  agency. 
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Petitioners  alleged  that  a  very  large  area  of  country  would  patronize  and 
would  be  convenienced  by  the  establishment  of  a  regular  station  with  accommo- 
dations at  said  Beck  station. 

Defendant,  in  its  answer  to  the  petition,  said  that  trains  were  stopped  at  the 
point  referred  to  for  special  accommodation  for  the  few  people  to  be  benefited 
thereby,  and  not  because  the  business  warranted  same.  Defendant  alleged  fur- 
ther that  the  revenue  derived  from  both  freight  and  passenger  service  for  the 
previous  12  months  was  less  than  $250. 

After  further  investigation,  it  appearing  that  the  business  that  would  be 
offered  at  this  station  would  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  establishment  of  a 
depot  and  agency,  and  it  further  appearing  that  there  was  a  regular  depot  with 
freight  and  passenger  accommodations  within  five  miles  of  this  place,  the  case 
was  dismissed. 


GOLDSBORO  BUGGY  COMPANY 

to 

THE  COMMISSION. 

This  was  a  petition  of  the  Goldsboro  Buggy  Company,  asking  that  the  classifi- 
cation on  buggies  in  car-load  lots  be  reduced  from  first-class  to  third-class.  Peti- 
tioners alleged  that  common  furniture  in  North  Carolina  is  classified  at  third- 
class,  and  that  a  car-load  of  same  will  exceed  in  value  that  of  a  car-load  of  bug- 
gies, while  buggies  are  classified  as  first-class. 

After  correspondence  with  petitioners  and  the  defendants,  the  railroad  com- 
panies, and  before  hearing  of  petition,  the  Commission  was  notified  of  the  with- 
drawal of  the  petition  by  petitioners.  Permission  to  withdraw  being  granted, 
further  consideration  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  petition  was  closed. 


Fulton  vs.  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  Company.  Complaint  of  train 
connection  at  Walnut  Cove.     Dismissed. 

A.  H.  Slocomb  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  Complaint  of  the  freight  rate 
on  stave  timber  and  logs.     Adjusted. 

Southerland  &  Co.  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Complaint 
of  over-charge  on  shipment  of  apples.     Dismissed. 

Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  to  The  Commission.  Application  to 
apply  reduced  rate  on  shipment  of  lumber  for  manufacturing  plant  at  Fayette- 
ville.     Granted. 

Hickory  Milling  Company  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Application  for 
milling  in  transit  rates  on  grain.     Dismissed. 

HuTTON  &  BouRBONNAis  VS.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY.  Complaint  of 'over- 
charge.    Adjusted. 

Acme  Manufacturing  Company  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  Complaint 
of  over-charge  on  shipment  of  fifty  barrels  of  lampblack.  Claim  allowed  and 
over-charge   refunded. 
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McKiNNON  VS.  North  Carolina  Car  Service  Association.  Complaint  of  exces- 
sive storage  charges  on  car-load  shipment  of  cotton.     Adjusted. 

Best  &  Cook  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Petition  for  siding. 
Dismissed. 

Henry  Kirby  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Petition  for  a  flag 
station.     Dismissed. 

Seawell  vs.  Southern  Railv^ay  Company.  Complaint  of  over-charge  in 
freight  rate  on  horse.     Claim  allowed  and  over-charge  refunded  by  defendant. 

Maddrey  vs.  Southern  Express  Company.  Complaint  of  refusal  of  Express 
Company  to  receive  packages  after  departure  of  trains.     Adjusted. 

Southern  Railway  Company  to  The  Commission.  This  was  an  application  on 
part  of  petitioner,  asking  authority  to  grant  one-half  freight  rate  from  Raleigh 
to  Oxford  on  engine  for  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum.     Granted. 

Southern  Railway  to  The  Commission.  Application  of  petitioner  to  authorize 
one-half  freight  rate  on  shipment  of  11,000  pounds  of  sheet  tin,  donated  to  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  by  the  Blackwell-JJurham  Tobacco  Company.     Granted. 

Cooper  vs.  Southern  Express  Company.  Complaint  of  discrimination  in 
freight  rates.     Adjusted. 

Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  to  The  Commission.  Application  of  plaintiff  for 
authority  to  apply  reduced  freight  rate  on  engine,  boiler,  etc.,  moving  from 
Creedmore  to  Clay,  on  account  of  establishing  a  new  saw-mill  plant.     Granted. 

Sanders  vs.  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company.  Complaint  of 
excessive  freight  rate  on  package  shipments  from  New  York  to  Morehead  City. 
Dismissed. 

Owens  Bros.  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Complaint  of  damage  to  ship- 
ments of  stoves  on  account  of  breakage.  Claim  for  damage  paid  by  defendant 
and  case  closed. 

Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  to  The  Commission.  This  was  an  application  on 
the  part  of  petitioner,  asking  that  the  Commission  authorize  the  refunding  of 
one-fourth  the  freight  charges  on  shipments  of  brick  and  building  material  for 
the  rebuilding  of  stores  and  warehouses  destroyed  by  fire  at  Laurinburg.  Granted. 

HuGGiNS  vs.  Southern  Railway.     Claim  for  over-charge.     Adjusted. 

White  Furniture  Company  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Complaint 
alleging  that  defendant  company  had  changed  its  classification  on  common  furni- 
ture, thereby  causing  an  increase  in  the  freight  rate.     Adjusted. 

Hathaway  vs.  Norfolk  and  Southern  Railroad  Company.  Complaint  of  ex- 
cessive freight  rate  and  over-charge  on  shipment  of  printed  matter.  Over-charge 
refunded  and  case  closed. 

Phillips  vs.  Southern  Express  Company.  Claim  for  damage  to  pictures 
shipped  from  Baltimore  to  Hillsboro.     Claim  allowed  and  paid  by  defendant. 
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Caldee  Brothers  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line.  This  was  a  claim  for  over-cliarge, 
amounting  to  $210.88,  on  various  shipments  of  fertilizers.  Over-charge  allowed 
and  ordered  refunded. 

John  F.  McNair  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  This  was  a  complaint  of 
discrimination  against  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  in  favor  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  car- 
load shipments  of  flour  from  Nashville,  Tenn.,  to  Laurinburg,  N.  C.  This  was  a 
shipment  of  interstate  commerce,  but  it  appeared  to  the  Commission  that  Laurin- 
burg was  discriminated  against,  in  that  the  freight  rate  charge  was  in  excess  of 
the  combination  on  Wilmington,  the  farther  distance  point.

Complainant  in 
this  case  is  a  general  merchandise  broker  at  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  alleging  that  he 
bought  a  car-load  of  flour  in  St.  Louis,  and  that  same  was  billed  via    Southern 
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Railway  and  Atlantic  Coast  Line  via  Wilmington  to  Fayetteville;  that  Seaboard 
Air  Line  got  control  of  said  car  and  took  same  to  Wilmington  and  tendered  it  to 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  at  that  point;  that  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  refused  to 
receive  the  car  and  forward  same  to  Fayetteville,  the  destination  of  car.  De- 
fendant, answering  this  complaint,  stated  that  the  car  was  not  billed  through  to 
Fayetteville,  but  only  to  Wilmington,  and  that  the  reason  for  the  refusal  to 
receive  the  car  was,  that  it  did  not  care  to  pay  the  freight  charges  to  Wilmington 
and  be  responsible  for  same.  Complainant  was  advised  to  pay  freight  charges  at 
Wilmington  and  then  tender  same  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company, 
and  that  such  company  would  be  obliged  to  receive  and  forward  it. 

SuBLETT  Hay  Company  vs.  North  Carolina  Car  Service  Association.  This 
was  a  complaint  of  a  wrongful  storage  charge  on  a  car-load  of  hay,  complainant 
alleging  that  no  notice  of  arrival  of  said  car  had  been  received.  Defendant,  an- 
swering the  complaint,  expressed  a  willingness  to  refund  the  charge  made. 

Norfolk  and  Southern  Railroad  Company  to  The  Commission.  This  was  an 
application  on  the  part  of  defendant  company,  asking  permission  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  abandon  Pikeroad  staUon  and  to  erect  a  new  station  two  miles  south  of 
Pikeroad  station.  Defendant  having  posted  in  three  public  places,  for  thirty 
days,  that  application  would  be  made  to  the  Commission,  as  above  stated,  an(^  no 
opposition  being  shown  against  the  removal  of  the  station,  application  was 
granted. 

rliLiON  Lumber  Company  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Coilt- 
plainants  in  this  case  allege  that  defendant  had  raised  its  rate  of  switching  and 
transfer  charges  on  car-loads  of  lumber,  destined  to  complainants'  mill,  near 
Wilmington,  from  $3.50  to  $5.00  per  car.  This  complaint  was  served  on  defend- 
ant with  request  for  answer.  The  case  was  called  at  a  subsequent  session  of  the 
Commission,  and,  it  appearing  that  the  matters  complained  of  had  been  adjusted 
and  complainants  had  no  further  cause  for  action,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Clement-Ross  Manufacturing  Company  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  Com- 
pany. Complainants  in  this  case  alleged  that  defendant  company  had  failed  to 
comply  with  Circular  No.  14  of  the  Commission,  fixing  a  schedule  of  freight  rates 
on  rough  logs,  such  as  dogwood,  hickory,  persimmon,  etc.,  and  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  defendant  to  comply  with  rates  therein  named,  complainants  were  over- 
charged to  the  amount  of  $558.14.  Complaint  was  served  on  defendant  with  the 
request  that  the  claim  for  over-charges,  as  set  out  by  complainants,  was  correct, 
and  that  the  amount  should  be  refunded.  At  a  subsequent  session  of  the  Com- 
mission, it  appearing  that  the  over-charges  claimed  had  been  refunded  and  that 
complainant  was  satisfied,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Cobb,  Wilson  &  Co.  vs.  Southern  Railway.  Complainants  in  this  case  asked 
that  the  Commission  reduce  the  classification  of  hoops,  within  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  from  Class  A  to  Class  O.     Application  granted. 

Thurston  Bro.  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Claim  for  over-charge  of 
cotton  shipped  from  Jackson,  Miss.,  to  Burlington,  N.  C.  Overcharge  refunded 
and  case  closed. 
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Jordan  &  Bro.  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Complainants  in  this  case  are 
engaged  in  saw-milling  business  on  the  line  of  defendant's  road,  and  petition 
the  Commission  to  require  defendant  to  place  a  siding  from  its  main  line  road  to 
their  mill.  This  matter  was  investigated,  and,  it  appearing  that  defendant  com- 
pany had  sufficient  side-track  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  from  where  com- 
plainants' mill  was  located,  and  that  the  business  of  petitioners  would  not 
justify  the  building  of  additional  side-tracks,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

D.  A.  Tompkins  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  and  Carolina  and  North- 
western Railway  Company.  Complainant  in  this  case  asks  that  the  Commis- 
sion require  defendants  to  make  a  track  connection  at  Lincolnton,  a  point  where 
defendants'  roads  cross  each  other,  for  the  inter-change  and  transfer  of  freights. 
Petition  granted. 

Jas.  a.  Sanders  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Claim  for  dam- 
age on  account  of  lost  freight.     Claim  paid  and  case  closed. 

Stainback  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  Complainant  in  this  case  asks 
that  the  Commission  require  defendant  company  to  operate  a  morning  passenger 
train  into  Raleigh  from  Henderson  over  the  Raleigh  and  Gaston  Division  of  its 
road.  Defendant,  answering  complaint,  stated  that  it  had  carefully  looked  into 
the  matter  of  the  additional  service  asked  for  by  complainant,  but  that  it  did  not 
appear  that  the  travel  would  justify  such  additional  train.  Complainant  was 
advised  by  the  Commission  that,  unless  it  could  be  demonstrated  that  the  travel 
would  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  expense  of  running  another  train,  the  railroad 
company  could  hardly  be  forced  to  put  on  such  additional  train. 

Julian  Milling  Company  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Petition  for  side- 
track facilities.  It  appearing  in  this  case  that  the  business  of  petitioner  would 
not  justify  the  expense  of  the  side-track  facilities  desired,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

A.  P.  Roberts  vs.  Southern  Railway  Company.  Complaint  of  train  service  on 
the  Murphy  branch  of  defendant's  road.  Defendant,  in  this  case,  answered  that 
the  service  would  be  improved. 

Pollock  vs.  Southern  Express  Company.  Complaint  of  refusal  of  Express 
Company  to  receive  express  after  departure  of  trains.  Defendant  answered  that 
the  refusal  to  receive  express  was  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  agent,  and  in  the 
future  there  would  be  no  cause  for  complaint. 

C.  P.  Aycock  vs.  Norfolk  and  Southern  Railroad  Company.  Complaint  of 
over-charge.     Over-charge  refunded  by  defendant  and  case  closed. 

R.  M.  Person  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  Complaint  of  classification  of 
shooks.  It  appearing  that  the  shipments  in  this  case  were  from  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  State  and  interstate  commerce,  the  Commission  having  no  jurisdiction  over 
same,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

R.  E.  Brown  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway.  Complaint  of  failure  of  defend- 
ant to  route  car-load  of  lumber  as  directed.  Adjusted  by  defendant  and  case 
closed. 

Carolina  Peanut  Company  vs.  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  Company.  Com- 
plaint of  discrimination  against  Weldon,  N.  C,  in  favor  of  Suffolk,  Va.,  on  ship- 
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ments  of  peanuts  from  Weldon  to  Western  points.  This  being  a  matter  of  inter- 
state commerce,  the  complainant  was  advised  to  bring  his  case  before  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  and  that  this  Commission  would  assist  them  in  any 
way  it  could. 

R.  L.  Davis  &  Bros.  vs.  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company.  Complaint 
of  freight  and  express  services.  Defendants  in  this  case  answer  that  the  service 
complained  of  would  have  special  attention.  This  being  satisfactory  to  the 
complainant,  case  was  dismissed.

Complaint  of  telephone  service  and  of  excessive  charges  for  such  service. 

This  case  coming  on  to  be  heard  on  the  14th  of  July,  1902,  and  being  heard  on 
complaint  and  answer  and  certificates  and  oral  statements  of  complainants  and 
defendants,  it  is  considered  by  the  Commission  that  a  rate  of  $2.50  per  month 
for  the  use  of  telephone  exchange  at  Greenville  and  a  toll  of  ten  cents  per  mes- 
sage of  five  minutes  from  Grimesiand  to  Washington  is  not  an  unreasonable 
charge:     Provided,  prompt  and  efficient  service  be  rendered  by  defendant. 

There  seems  to  be  no  complaint  as  to  the  service  at  Greenville.  Defendants 
admit  that  the  service  from  Grimesiand  to  Washington  has  not  been  as  it 
should  be. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  petitioners  are  entitled  to  good  and 
efficient  service  between  Grimesiand  and  Washington,  and 

It  is  ordered,  therefore,  that  the  defendants  put  the  said  line  in  such  condi- 
tion as  will  enable  them  to  render  proper  service  to  its  subscribers  and  the 
public. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  defendants  report  to  this  Commission  on  or  before 
August  13,  1902,  what  steps  have  been  taken  in  executing  this  order, 

WILMINGTON  CPTAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 
versus 
THE  ATLANTIC   COAST   LINE   RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

Complaint  of  excessive  freight  on  shipments  of  cotton  seed. 

This  complaint  was  filed  October  23,  1902,  and  served  October  23,  1902. 

At  a  session  of  the  Commission  at  Raleigh,  November  11,  1902,  this  cause  was 
called  for  hearing,  and,  it  appearing  from  the  investigations  therein  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  bring  this  complaint  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  for  redress,  it  was  so  adjudged  and  ordered,  as  follows: 
To  the  Honorable  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission: 

The  North  Carolina  Corporation  Commission  respectfully  asks  leave  to  bring 
the  above-entitled  cause  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  redress. 

The  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  creating  the  Commission 
provides  in  the  sixth  section  thereof:  "That  upon  the  complaint  of  any  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  said  Commissioners  of  any  unjust 
discrimination  in  carrying  freight,  which  comes  from  or  goes  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  the  State,  by  any  railroad  company,  whether  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  another  State  and  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  the  said  Commissioners  shall  investigate  said  complaint,  and 
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if  the  same  be  sustained,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  to  bring  said 
complaint  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  redress,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  establishing  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission." 

On  the  23d  day  of  October,  1902,  the  plaintiff  filed  a  complaint  before  this  Com- 
mission, alleging  that  the  defendant  company  was  guilty  of  unjust  discrimina- 
tion against  the  buyers  of  cotton  seed  of  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  in  that  said  company 
charged  a  freight  rate  of  $3.90  a  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  car-load  rates  on  cotton  seed 
from  Clio,  S.  C,  to  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  a  distance  of  47  miles,  and  that  said  rate 
is  excessive  and  extortionate. 

Plaintiff  alleges  further  that  the  rate  of  $3.90  charged  is  in  excess  of  the  sum  of 
the  local  rates  of  the  distance  hauled  in  South  Carolina  and  the  distance  in  North 
Carolina  by  $1.66  a  ton,  the  sum  of  the  locals  for  each  State  added  being  only 
$2.24  a  ton. 

Explanation. 

Clio,  S.  C,  over  Atlantic  Coast  Line  to  State  line,  32  miles,  South  Carolina 
rate,  Class  L,  which  would  be  80  cents — State  Line,  over  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  to 
Pembroke,  N.  C,  15  miles,  80  cents — Pembroke,  N.  C,  to  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  over 
the  Seaboard  Air  Line,  80  cents.  Deduct  10  per  cent,  according  to  Rule  North. 
Carolina,  for  joint  freight,  and  it. will  leave  the  rate  for  the  haul  in  North  Caro- 
lina $1.44,  with  80  cents  added  for  the  South  Carolina  proportion  would  be  $2.24, 
the  maximum  rate  that  could  possibly  be  charged. 

Plaintiff  alleges  that  the  freight  rate  over  both  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and 
Seaboard  Air  Line  in  North  Carolina  for  a  continuous  mileage  of  47  miles  is 
only  $1.00  per  ton. 

This  complaint  was  served  upon  the  defendant  company,  and  H.  M.  Emerson, 
Assistant  Traffic  Manager  of  said  company,  answered,  saying  that  the  rate  of 
$3.90  per  ton  was  not  made  on  the  basis  as  set  out  by  the  Commission,  and  was 
correct,  declining  to  change  same. 

Prom  the  investigation  of  this  cause,  it  appears  to  this  Commission,  and  this 
Commission  so  alleges,  that  the  defendant  company,  in  charging  a  greater  rate 
for  the  transportation  of  cotton  seed  from  Clio,  S.  C,  to  Pembroke,  N.  C,  than 
the  sum  of  the  local  rates  of  each  State  combined,  is  charging  an  excessive  rate 
and  is  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  and  a  violation  of  the  Act  of  Congress, 
establishing  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

Copies  of  the  correspondence  filed  in  this  cause  are  hereto  attached  and  prayed 
to  be  taken  as  a  part  of  this  statement. 

Wherefore,  this  Commission  prays  that  the  honorable  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  will  redress  the  grievance  herein  complained  of.
